The soldiers know by a thou- 
sand unrecorded signs that they are 
moving, little by little, to a conclusion 
in which one army will prove definite- 
ly stronger than the other, and the 
weaker he obliged to evacuate its posi- 
tions. They know that there is no 
other way than that of the “indomit- 
able spirit and dogged tenacity which 


knows no defeat,” and though the war 
is long and weary and dangerous, it 


is not from them that we get the crics 
of impatience or dissatisfaction, the 
demand for new and sensational meth- 
ods to cheer the public with announce- 
ments of victories on

Cost of Living in Canada 
During January the cost of 
Canada increased materially, ac- 
cording to the report of the de ‘part 
ment of labor for the month.’
